M easures were tit once taken to 
prevent th e consum m ation of so out­ 
rageous a swindle. 
T he city of H anta 
B arbara, W ilb u r C urtis am i others on 
th e ¡*¡de ag ain st th e claim , worked 
like beavers to keep th e survey north 
of the S an ta B arb ara range, w here it 
belonged; w hile E. J. Pringle, Thos. 
A. Scott, H use and others fought for 
the southern boundary. 
Several new 
surveys were m ade about, th is tim e or 
later, one of th e m being know n as the 
Cooper survey, and th is is the one 
over w hich th e h ard est fighting lias 
been done. 
L ike th e Thom pson sur­ 
vey, it brought th e southern lim its of 
tiie tra c t clear dow n to the tow n of 
S a n ta Barbara. 
S o m etim e later Mr. 
Day, Mr. U pton’s successor, m ade a n ­ 
oth er G o vernm ent survey, locating 
the gran t in its old place, north of the 
S a n ta B arbara range, and both he an d 
iiis successor Mr. H ardenbergh, stead 
lastly m ain tain ed th a t th a t should be 
the location of the grant, if located at 
all. 
' 
A T E R R IB L E EXPLOSION. 
B u t th e settlers and others in te r­ 
ested in holding their titles clear to 
w h a t they had occupied unm olested 
for years, were, in the m eantim e, not 
ly in g idle. 
I n th e course of th e ir in ­ 
vestigations they m ade ra th e r a sta rt­ 
lin g discovery, and th a t w as th a t old 
Jose D om inguez k new nothing of an y 
petition h a v in g been m ade in his n am e 
for a confirm ation of the g ran t. 
They 
learned th a t th e old m a n had alm ost 
forgotten ever Having had a g ra n t— 
th a t lie never considered it w orth a n y ­ 
thing; tiiat he had never lived 011 tiie 
land, an d th a t he sold it for a dollar 
a n d had dism issed th e subject from 
h is m ind long ago. 
The old m an was 
dum bfounded w hen 
told w h a t had 
been g o in g 011 in his nam e. 
H e had 
not asked the U nited ¡Stales for a n y ­ 
thing, did not w ant it, and would not 
have it. 
Indeed, the old hidalgo was 
furious a t the bare idea of his ask in g 
an y favor of Congress. 


DOMINGUEZ A S TO N ISH ED AND IN D IG ­ 


NANT. 
The S a n ta B arbarian s a t once took 
measures to bring the fraud to th e im ­ 
m ediate notice of Congress. 
T hey got 
the old m a n ’s affidavits—first, th a t lie 
did not ow n the Los Prietos claim , 
a n d h ad not for years; th a t he had 110 
claim upon it or upon tiie G overn­ 
m ent; th a t he did not, nor never had 
lived upon th e land, as w as alleged in 
th e bogus m em orial in his nam e; th a t 
th e big grape-vine spoken of so feel­ 
ingly in th e letter of Mr. Parsons to a 
m e m b e r of Congress was not w ith in 
tw e n ty m iles of th e land, and th a t Mr. 
Parsons knew it whet: lie w rote tiie 
letter; th a t he, Dom inguoz, never in ­ 
structed an y person to petition C on­ 
gress for th e confirm ation; nor was he 
ever consulted w ith reference to an y 
such petition.

tance from th e tow n lan d s of said tow n, as 
lately surveyed by the U nited States S u rv ey ­ 
or-General for the State of California. Depo­ 
nent further says th a t d u rin g the m o n th of 
M arch, 1806, or ab o u t th a t tim e, one C harles 
D. Uu.se proposed to this deponent th at if he 
would m a k e a n affidavit in accordance with 
th e suggestions o f said lliisc .a n d w o u ld sw ear 
th a t said ran ch o included lan d s on the soutli 
side of the S a n ta B arbara m o u n ta in s, he, the 
said lluse, w ould m a k e dep o n en t such a pres­ 
ent a w ould satisfy h im entirely, but d e p o ­ 
nent refused to m a k e such affidavit or a n y af­ 
fidavit in reference to the subject.

A SCA TIIIN O R E PO R T FROM CONGRESS. 


These docum ents w ith others of an 
equally convincing nature, were for­ 
w arded to Congress in 1870. 
T h a t 
body appointed a co m m ittee to e x ­ 
am in e and report. 
T h eir report was 
sub m itted soon after, and in it they 
denounced the autho rs of the fraud in 
unm easured term s, and strongly rec­ 
om m ended th a t the act wiiich a u th o r­ 
ized tlie confirm ation of the g ra n t be 
prom ptly repealed. 
T he com m ittee 
closed their report w ith these words: 
‘•T a k e the m atter, all in all, a n d It presents 
the boldest and m o st a sto n ish in g case of a t­ 
tem p ted frau 1 a n d sw indling th at your co m ­ 
m ittee h a v er been called u pon to e x am in e.” 
T he bill to repeal th e A ct w as passed 
by the H ouse, hu t w h a t w ith delays, 
etc., it has never to th is day passed 
th e Senate, and hence the A c t to con­ 
firm the A ct is still in force. 
T he 
only th in g th a t th u s far lias prevented 


it is th a t th e Surveyor-G eneral would 
never lend them selves to so extend 
the survey as to take in th e 208,000 
acres, and w ith o u t this th e g ra n t 
would not be w o rth having. 


IS T H IS T R U E , G E N E R A L STRATTON ? 
R epresentatives of the S a n ta B a r­ 
bara interest now claim th a t they 
have th e best o f reasons for believing 
th a t G eneral S tratto n , the new S ur­ 
veyor-General, is about to locate tlie 
tra c t in accordance w ith t lie wishes of 
tiie speculators. 
T h ey claim th a t he 
has secretly sent a deputy surveyor 
dow n to S a n ta B arbara to connect the 
lines of th e ohl Cooper survey w ith 
tin* G overnm ent stan dard lines, so as 
to be able to send on a m a p and secure 
the patent, in accordance w ith the 
A ct of Ju n e 12, 180(3. T his th ey claim 
is in direct violation of law, and can­ 
not have been done w ith honest m o­ 
tives. 
One of these gen tlem en called 
011 the Surveyor-G eneral 011 M onday 
and asked if it was not true th a t a 
D eputy nam ed F reem an had gone to 
S a n ta B arbara to connect the lines of 
the Cooper survey w ith th e G overn­ 
m ent standard lines. 
Mr. S tratton 
stam m ered a w h ile and seemed aston­ 
ished th a t a n y one should h ave found 
it out. 
F in ally he said, confusedly, 
th a t Mr. Freptnan had gone to look a t 
the coun try and ta k e a fish. 
The 
clerks in the office smiled a t this. 
Subsequently, 
both 
Mr. Robinson, 
chief clerk, and Mr. H o pk in s, keeper 
of th e archives, a d m itte d th a t Free­ 
m an had been sen t down to com plete 
th e sw indling survey; th a t he had 
been sent secretly, in violation of law. 
T elegram s were at once sent to S a n ta ' 
B arbara,to W ashing ton and elsewhere, 
and it is believed it will only be nec­ 
essary to present the history of this 
re m a rk a b le case to th e G eneral L and 
Office to prevent its consum m ation, 
even though th e A ct of Ju ly 12, 1800, 
is still unrepealed. 
M eanw hile, Gen. 
S tro tta n would do well to explain 
w h at p articu lar reason he has for 
sending a surveyor out of his office, 
giving h im no instructions th a t a n y ­ 
one can see 011 his hooks of record, and 
th e n prevaricating about it w hen lu­ 
is caught.

They denounce without cause and 
commend without reason. Their bus­ 
iness is to slander and traduce their 
opponents and to find virtues where 
none exist in the candidates of their 
own party. The independent paper is 
not tied down to a party; it is not 
compelled to advocate the election of 
whoever a county or (State convention 
nominates; it never stultifies itself 
by lauding a man whom the whole 
community knows to he indifferently 
honest. The independent paper is the 
purifterof the political atmosphere; it 
is the bane of bad men and corrupt 
parties. 
They fear its bold, out­ 
spoken, honest sentiments. 
Thoir 
own organs they know must defend 
them, and those of the other side they 
tell the world are paid to denounce 
them, but the independent journal is 
beyond their reach. It stands above 
them, and they dread it as they would 
dread the hair-suspended sword of 
Dkmocles. They cannot destroy its 
iuiluence by asserting that it is a 
party paper, and they know its opin­ 
ions are accepted by the people as tact. 
It is the independent press that the 
public mu9t look to for a clear exposi­ 
tion of political questions, and for a 
fair and truthful estimate of political 
•spirants. It is the independent press 
that elects good men to office, and 
keeps bad ones out of places of honor 
and trust. 


Beecher and the Free Lovers. 
A suggestive feature of the R e e c ii- 
e r - T i l t o n scandal is the zeal evinced 
by leading characters in the free-love 
movement to prove B e e c i i e r one of 
their converts. In doing this they are 
not seeking to destroy B e e c h e r , 
though if they could prove what they 
assert they would more effectually 
drive him into disgrace than if he 
should publicly admit all that T i l t o n 
charges against him. The W o o d h u l l 
p talanx are working industriously to 
prove the Plymouth Church pardon a 
man of “ advanced ideas,” with a 
view of making him their leader. 
Mrs. S t a n t o n and Miss A n th o n y , 
the great woman's rights champions, 
have also taken an active part in the 
little difficulty. The latter, it seems, 
knows all about Mr. and Mrs. T i l ­ 
t o n ’s domestic tilts, and she brings to 
the front some of these home scenes, 
with the evident purpose of contribut­ 
ing her mite to the load under 
which it is expected B e e c i i e r will 
ultimately sink. This class of testi­ 
mony will not hurt B e e c i i e r . Wh.it 
these people say may he truth, all 
truth, but their motive is so appar­ 
ent that people will not believe them. 
There is too much of the bob-tailed 
fox policy in it. B e e c i i e r may en­ 
tertain advanced ideas on a great 
many important social questions, but 
we do not think he has progressed 
quite as far as Mrs. W o o d i ic ll , nor 
do we believe he has kept pace with 
Mr. T i l t o n in the great advance 
movement. The people who seem so 
anxious to claim B e e c i i e r one of 
themselves must give the world the 
proof—the occular demonstration—of 
what they assert, before they will be 
a de to cast the slightest stain upon 
his character. The world will not con­ 
demn such a man until he condemns 
himself. 


A Neglected Duty. 
In this town no certificate of death 
is required from the attendant physi­ 
cian. The number of births are un­ 
known, or only gathered from news­ 
paper announcements. 
This is not 
the custom pursued in other cities, and 
it should not be the custom here. We 
should have a health officer who 
should keep a record of all births, 
deaths and interments occurring in the 
city. It should be made the duty of 
every physician, when a death occurs 
in his practice to give a certificate to 
that effect with the name, age, color, 
nativity, date of death, place of deatli 
and occupation of deceased. Every 
sexton, undertaker, superintendent of 
a cemetery, or other person who shall 
inter or cause to be interred any hu­ 
man body without having first ob­ 
tained and filed with the health offi­ 
cer a physician’s certificate or the 
Coroner’s certificate setting forth as 
nearly as possible the name, age, color, 
sex, date and place of birth and local­ 
ity of death and cause of death of the 
deceased. Physicians and nccouchers 
Bhould be compelled to return to the 
health officer all births, deaths, and 
the number of still-born children oc­ 
curring in their practice. These things 
are deemed indispensable in every 
other town as large as Los Angeles, 
and we hope the City Council will go 
forward in the work they have pro­ 
jected and enforce these necessary 
regulations. 


A l t i i o u o u new mines are discov­ 
ered almost daily and tho quantity of 
quicksilver produced is constantly in- 
0 easing, yet the supply does not meet 
the demand. The uses to which quick­ 


silver is applied are so numerous that 
all tho cinnabar mines now worked in 
the world do not produce a sufficient 
quantity of tho article. The recent 
discovery of rich m inesofthis mineral 
in Santa Barbara and San Luis Obispo 
counties will no doubt add largely to 
the quicksilver product of California. 
Tho owners of these ledges are taking 
active steps for erecting the requisite 
works, and in a short time the product 
from them will form no inconsiderable 
portion of the immense amount of 
quicksilver produced in this State. 


T h e railroad will certainly be built 
from Downey City on to Anaheim. 
Mr. S t r o w u r id u e , Superintendent of 
Construction 011 the Southern Pacific 
r >ad, and Mr. P h e l p s chief field engi- 
n er of the same road will arrive on the 
Orizaba which leaves San Frpncisco 
to day. The first-named gentleman 
cunes down to contract for and ar- 
ringefor grading the road bed, and 
the engineer to locate the lines. T h o s. 
J. F l a n n ig a n , the resident engineer 
of the company is now correcting the 
lines near Anaheim. It is understood 
that the track will be laid to Anaheim 
in a few weeks. It is probable that the 
track will be extended on to the cen­ 
ter of the rich agricultural district 
some five miles beyond Anaheim. 


T o w n s and cities that have closed 
up, or are about close up, natural es­ 
capes of water, will learn a valuable 
lesson from tho recent flood in Pitts­ 
burgh. Five and a half inches of rain 
overflowed the streets, and brought 
death and destruction to the people 
and their property. 
Tiie man who exhibits a human 
deformity in this State for hire, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor for which lie 
will be fined. The individual who 
brought the four-legged baby to Cali­ 
fornia has fallen into the Slough of 
Despond. At Sacramento he was cap­ 
tured and fined. 


S a n F r a n c is c o Grand Jurors have 
fallen into the habit of handing down, 
f om one to the next following, work 
that should be done but which 110 one 
cares to do. The last jury recom­ 
mended its successor to indict a cer­ 
tain publication. 


Nevada Items. 
Mr. McGregor and others are build­ 
ing a small furnace at Highland, in 
the Piociie District, with a view of 
testing the practicability of reducing 
the base ores of that district by smelt­ 
ing. 
A large quantity of California oat- 
hay, in bales, is being received in Vir­ 
ginia City and distributed among the 
various livery stables. The importa­ 
tion of California hay is a new tiling, 
but this season, owing to the high 
price of the domestic article, it is found 
profitable. 
The Virginia Chronicle, of Thurs­ 
day, in concluding un editorial on the 
recent cloud-bursts, in Nevada, says: 
“A better illustration of the sudden 
precipitation of such a vt9t volume of 
water can be readily illustrated in the 
chemist’s laboratory, by the simple 
process of combining hydrogen and 
oxygen and producing the liquid water 
oy the electric spark. It is doubtless 
this combining principle of electricity 
which causes ail rain storms, whether 
accompanied by visible lightning 
flashes or otherwise, and when we 
have a water-spou*, or cloud-burst, we 
only experience on a grand scale the 
simple experiment of combining oxy­ 
gen and hydrogen by the electric 
spurk. In conclusion, we only have 
to add that the conformation of the 
great Basin of Ne%,ada and Utah 
clearly indicates that it is the bed of 
an ancient sea, and therefore the true 
home of the water-spouts anyhow. In 
addition to this, the whole country 
abounds In vast belts of iron, which 
are the best conductors known for 
electricity, and it is not surprising 
that the great mineral beds of the 
base-metal range should be subject to 
startling electrical phenomena.” 


Pacific Coast Items. 
Hay is coming into Marysville free­ 
ly. On Monday good alfalfa sold for 
§11 per ton loose. 
A wagon-road has been built from 
Panamiutto connect with the Cerro 
Gordo road at a point a few miles 
from the latter place. 
In consequence of the enforcement 
of the law for the taxation of solvent 
debts, the banks of ¡San Diego state 
that they will not loan any more 
money. 
The San Joaquin county Supervisors 
have denied the application of the 
the railroad company for a reduction 
of the assessment of the railroad tracks 
in that county. 
II. M. Barnes is under arrest at 
Truckee for forging tiie names of Ban- 
ber & Gillson, hardware merchants of 
Carson, to two promissory notes, one 
for $250 and the other for $315. 
The Kern county Courier says tiiat 
although it is now the middle of the 
so-called sickly season, Bakersfield has 
thus far proved, according to its popu­ 
lation, to be the most healthy town in 
the State. 
A new cupola furnace of 4,000 pounds 
capacity, and a ten-horse-power en­ 
gine, have just been put up in tlie 
molding department of the Napa Plow 
Company's works, and will be in full 
operation by Wednesday. 
The San Diego Union of the 30th ult. 
says: The Indian “ Sordo,” who was 
arrested iu May last for supposed com­ 
plicity in the Overend murder, and 
who escaped from Sheriff Hunsaker at 
El Cajon, is now safely lodged in jail 
in this city. Sordo was delivered to 
the Sheriffyesterday by Manuel Largo, 
“ General ” of the Cahuillo Indians 
who witli four subordinate chiefs 
brought in the prisoner. When cap­ 
tured he was taken to San Bernar­ 
dino; but Manuel was told there to 
bring the prisoner to San Diego,which 
lie has done. It wili be remembered 
that Sherirt'Huusaker fired upon Sordo 
several times while he was running 
away, and thought he had wounded 
him, but an examination of the pris­ 
oner shows that he escaped unhurt. 
He had his handcuffs cut off bv a 
blacksmith near Guatay, as heretofore 
related. 
The members of the Board of Direc­ 
tors of the San Joaquin Valley Agri- 
CJltural Society have for sometime 
past been quietly making preparations 
for the forthcoming exhibition, which 
commences on the 29tb of September.

In re­ 
gard to his statement for the commit­ 
tee, lie said it was not yet completed, 
but lie was at work upon it. It was 
suggested to liiin that it would be a 
capital idea to read it in a large 
church, an admission fee of one dollar 
a head and devoting the proceeds to 
the poor. He laughed, and thought 
it a good idea. 
One paper asserts that a reply ha9 
been received from Moulton to the 
written request of Beecher; while an­ 
other says Moulton still remains out 
of town, and it is not definitely known 
when he will return. 
Mrs. Tilton is visiting her children 
at Mount Clair, N. J. 
Beecher’s friends assert that when 
Moulton's evidence is submitted, it 
will entirely exonerate him from all 
criminality, and show that the letters 
of apology were brought about and 
written for an entirely different pur­ 
pose from that described by Mr. Til­ 
ton.To a reporter, in a confidential talk, 
Mr. Beecher intimated that his friends 
could rely on him; that, although at 
present dark, the sun of truth would 
soon hurst forth and dissipate the 
clouds. He was preparing a refuta­ 
tion of all charges against him, and 
felt strong in his own heart. He 
might have been inconsiderate, even 
indiscreet, hut lie had wronged no 
one.

S ir :—W e herewith transmit the 
testimony, witli our joint opinion 
therein, in the contested pre-emption 
case of W. W. Maxcey vs. Jean Jean- 
tet, involving the right to enter the 
west half of northwest quarter, section 
10, township 1 south, range 10 west, 
S. B. M. 
The plat of said township was filed 
in the office at San Francisco, on the 
13th day of May, 1869. 
W. W. Maxcey filed his D. S., No. 
591, claiming the northwest quarter of 
section 10, township 1 south, range 10 
west on the 19th day* of November, 
18*.3; alleging settlement, July 1st, 
1871. 
Jean Jeantet filed his'D. S., No. £88, 
November 11th, 1S73; alleging settle­ 
ment, July 4th, 1859, claiming the 
east half of northeast quarter, section 
9, and west half of northwest quarter, 
section 10, of said township. 
Jean J. Jeantet filed his D. S., No. 
5S5, November 1st, 1873, for the east 
half of northeast quarter, section 9, 
and west half of northwest quarter, 
section 10; alleging settlement, Sep­ 
tember 30th, 1859, and abandoned the 
west half of northwest quarter, of sec­ 
tion 10, December 0th, 1873. 
The said township is within the 
limits of the withdrawal of the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad, Los 
Angelos 
branch of April 4th, 1871. 
Maxcey and Jean Jeantet are quali­ 
fied pre-emptors. 
All parties in in­ 
terest were duly’ notified of the time 
and place of hearing said contest, and 
all parties in interest were present at 
said hearing, both in person and by 
counsel, except Jean J. Jeintet, who 
made default and was not present, 
either in person or by counsel. 
It appears from the testimony that 
previous to the occupation of the tract 
in controversy by Maxcey, it was in 
possession 
and occupation 
of one 
Truxillo, whose right of possession 
Jeantet did not dispute, except as to 
about fH’e or six acres of the south­ 
west corner of his claim, on which 
was situated a part of Jeanlet’s im­ 
provements. 
On the 1st day of July, 1871, Maxcey 
bought the said tract of Truxillo by 
and with the advice and consent of 
Jeantet, who it appears acted as in­ 
terpreter between Maxcey and Trux­ 
illo in communicating the transac­ 
tion. 
It is clearly shown that Jeantet was 
privy to and materially aided Max­ 
cey in making the purchase of Trux­ 
illo, and that he disclaimed to Max­ 
cey any ownership in or claim to the 
tract in dispute, except six or s *ven 
acres purchascd| by him of Ramon 
Cooper, and covered by a portion of 
his improvements. 
We therefore believe that the filing 
of Jean J. Jeantet should be canceled, 
and that the tract in dispute should 
be awarded to Maxcey, except so 
much thereof as is covered by Jean- 
t .it’s improvements.
